TREND  MONITORING  DATABASE 
SYSTEM 

The  RIC  staff  completed  designing  system 
specifications  for  a  customized  database  tracking 
and  trend  monitoring  system  which  will  be  used  to 
record  and  collect  data  on  all  RIC  requests.  The 
online  system  will  include  customized  input 
screens  for  the  RIC  staff  to  record  all  pertinent 
data  on  every  information  request  The  system 
will  also  collect  user  statistics 
by  geographic  location  and 
affiliation,  generate  informa¬ 
tion  and  management  reports, 
and  provide  an  inventory 
control  link  between  the 
information  request  and  the 
RIC  response.  With  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  this  system,  RIC  and 
the  Extension  Service  will  be  able  to  create  an 
in-house  database  and  monitor  specific  rural 
trends  by  geographic  areas.  If  all  programming 


requirements  and  system  testing  are  finished  on 
schedule  RIC  expects  the  system  to  be 
operational  in  the  spring.
